A disaster occurred in Enterprise 
Tuesday afternoon when a lone male 
gunman entered Bealls Department 
Store and took three hostages. One 
of the hostages was wounded and an- 
other died when she was reportedly 
shot by the gunman as he went down 
in a hail of gunfire from law officers. 

Killed was Eden McCrady, an 
Enterprise High School student 
working at the store on a work/study 
program. 

Wounded was Tony Hudson, of 
Elba, who was a clerk in the store. 
She suffered a leg wound, escaped, 
was treated and released from the 


hospital. 
Hudson was Miss Elba and the 
National Peanut Festival Queen 


about nine years ago.

The special city council election 
mandated by a federal voting rights 
lawsuit was held Tuesday. Only 832 
people cast ballot inthe special elec- 
tion, One incumbent was unscated 
and another is still undecided and 
will be settled’ in a run-off on Oc- 
tober 5. 

District 5 council member Ronnie 
Jinright was defeated by political 
newcomer Brad Wilson by a vote of 
83 to 66. Only 35% of the 422 voters 
in District 5 bothered to vote. 

District 1 council member Gladys 
Yelverton will face challenger L. M. 
Burch in the October Sth run-off. 
Yelverton got 75 votes, Burch 44 
and the third candidate, Jerry 
MeMillian received 39 votes. Yel- 
verton was five votes short of a clear 
majority needed to avoid a run-off. 

Only 38% of the 422 registered 
voters in District 1 turned out to 
vote, 

Burch said Tuesday night that he 


walked into the store, fired his gun 
and started taking hostages. 

He reportedly struck a female 
clerk on the head with his gun and 
demanded money. He then selected 
three female clerks and forced them 
to accompany him to the office area 
at the back of the store. 

Other clerks and customers were 
able to hide or escape before the 
gunman realized they were in the 
store. 

A clerk identified as Teresa Maul- 
din was working in the shoe de- 
partment when the events began to 
unfold and this woman reportedly 
made the first call to police. She then 
led three customers to an upstairs 
storage areca where they remained 
until after the gunman left the build- 


ing. 

Mauldin also alerted other em- 
ployees working in a downstairs 
storage room and told them what 
was happening. Throughout the or- 


deal, the upstairs group keep in con- 
tact with those in the storage room 
by slipping notes down to them. 
They also wanted to be sure law of- 
ficers knew they were still hiding in 
the building after the gunman left. 

Hudson and McCrady locked 
themselves in an office when the 
gunman’s attention was on getting 
some car keys. His efforts to get 
back into the office included shoot- 
ing through the door. This is when 
Hudson was wounded in the leg. 

Enterprise police report that the 
man first only requested the right to 
leave. Later he asked for some food 
and police were planning to ex- 
change food for hostages. 

However, before any of this took 
place, the gunman and two hostages 
exited the building. 

The still unidentified gunman 
went down in a hail of gunfire and 
hostage McCrady was reportedly 
killed by a single shot in the back, 


from the gunman’s pistol. 
The deaths were in full view of 
television cameras.

In an adjourned meeting from 
Monday, September 13th, the New 
Brockton Town Council reconsid- 
ered and passed an additional 1¢ tax 
on gasoline and diesel fuel. The spe- 
cial meeting was held last Thursday 
evening. 

Originally, an ordinance was pre- 
sented at the last council meeting 
(September 13) which would have

raised the present 1¢ sales tax on 
gasoline and diesel fuel to 2¢, 

The ordinance failed to pass be- 
cause some members of the council 
were not fully aware of what was be- 
ing proposed and the importance of 
the additional revenue to the town’s 
finances. 

In bringing the matter back before 
the council, Councilman Robert 
Miles noted that “New Brockton has 
not had an increase in gasoline tax 
since 1930,

In another matter of business 
coming before the council during 
last Thursday's meeting, the council, 
in a 4 to | vote with one council 
member abstaining, voted to hold 
back | day’s pay per month for the 
next 5 months, 

This measure was taken by coun- 
cil members acting upon a recom- 
mendation by the town’s auditors 
that they do so, 

According to Linda Dillow, the

This 
put two clerks inside an office, away 
from the man. The two attempted to 
use the office telephone and notify 
police of the situation. 

The man tried to break down the

The second female hostage, 
Nicky Kelley, ran and suffered no 
physical injuries.

door and then shot through the door * 
several limes, with Hudson bracing 
against it. This is when she was shot 
in the upper leg. She explained that 
the bullet went in and out without 
hitting any bone or major artery, but 
she was bleeding badly. 

Hudson said the man then seemed 
to give up on getting the door open, 
She heard the clerk on the outside of 
the office saying to the man, “please 
don’t do that” and assumed he was 
saying or trying sexual things with 
this other woman as he had to her 
earlier. 

Bleeding from the gunshot 
wound, she felt she needed to get out 
and get medical attention to stop the 
bleeding. Hudson told the clerk 
locked in the office with her that she 
was going to “run for it” because the 
gunman’s attention was on whatever 
he was doing with her co-worker. 

She explained that she unlocked 
the door and ran, thinking her co- 
worker was following, however 
when she got outside, she was alone.

Hopefully, illegal dumps will 
soon be a thing of the past in Coffee 
County. 

Last week, State Game Warden 
Sandy Saville carried this reporter to 
three illegal dumps located within a 
4 mile radius of downtown Elba. 
Two of those dumps were within the 
corporate city limits of Elba, 

The third dump was just outside 
the city limits but well within the po- 
lice jurisdiction, 

Saville stated that these dumps 
were just three of the many - some 
worse and some not as bad - located 
throughout the county. 

The dump sites are not only ugly 
to look at but they are also very dam- 
aging to the environment and the 
game population. The can also prove 
lo be a danger to one’s health by 
contaminating the drinking water, 

All three of these dumps are un- 
called for since Elba has both gar- 
bage pick up and trash collection ser- 
vices provided for residences at a 
nominal charge, 

The Coffee County Commission 
recently adopted a resolution making 
mandatory garbage pick up a reality 
in the county beginning October 1, 

A contract has been signed with 
the Waste Away Group, Inc, to pro- 
vide garbage collection to county 
residents, This service is scheduled 
tO start October 4, 1993, 

No such contract has been signed 
concerning trash collection for the 
county; however, there are already 
littering laws in place which, if en- 
forced, could be used in preventing 
illegal dumps such as the ones pic- 
tured, 

Saville states that if she observes 
anyone breaking state laws concer, 
ing illegal dumping, the violator or 


violators will be ucketed. It would 
pay everyone to know that game 
wardens can be anywhere at any giv- 
en time,

Halperin Appointment: ‘A Fox In The Hen 


Three months ago, I wrote in 
this space about the Clinton ad- 
ministration’s alarming indirec- 
tion in the critical arena of for- 
eign policy. Since then little has

Problems For Utility 


Pecan growers are pleased this 
year over what will be one of the 


best crop yields in recent years, And 
although this bumper crop is good 
news for growers, it does present 
some problems for your electric 
company. Members of South Ala- 
bama Electric Cooperative have ex- 
perienced several power Outages 
Over the last month and according to 
Cooperative construction superinten- 
dent Charles Davis, about 90 percent 
of these outages are due to pecan 
limbs getting into the power lines. 
“This is the worst I remember in 
about 15 years,” Davis said of the re- 
cent Outages. Davis said trees are 
loaded with pecans this year causing 
them to hang down much lower than 
usual and in many instances causing 
them to fall on the power lines, 

Pike County Cooperative Exten- 
sion Agent David Carpenter said 
there is another factor contributing 
to the excessive falling limbs and 
that is the dry weather we have expe- 
rienced this summer. Carpenter said 
the lack of water causes limbs to be- 
come britlle, making them more sus- 
ceptible to breakage.

The Elba offense had the ball for only three possessions in the opening 
half, but scored two touchdowns and should have gone three for three. The 
Tigers combined the outside running of tailbacks Chris Tyson and DJ.

Sters felt like veterans of many, many gridiron wars. 

The win was a good one and the Tigers played much better on both sides 
of the ball, but the inability to score after twice moving to first and goal sit- 
uations inside the three-yardline was an area of concern, and an area that 
I'm sure will get the attention of the players this week at practice. A major 
problem also exists in the kicking game, where the Tigers are now O for the 
Season in extra-point conversions, Elba has missed six of six extra-point 
tries, Which is like giving away a touchdown, and the Tigers will never be a 
solid team until they can line up and make their extra-points. It’s the little 
things that can make the difference in winning and losing, and one of those 
little things that can no longer be taken for granted are extra-point attempts.

Elba Tigers travel to Opp for "big" 
battle with unbeaten Opp Bobcats 


The Elba Tigers had a reason to 
celebrate last week as they claimed 
their first win of the season with a 
28-0 shutout over Luverne. The cele- 
bration won't last long; however, as 
the Tigers will go back to war Friday 
night when they travel to Opp to bat- 
tle the undefeated and highly-touted 
Opp Bobcats. 

The Tigers of Coach Mack Wood 
were in dire need of a win after fall- 
ing to Charles Henderson 21-20 and 
Georgiana 27-20 to open the season, 
and got just what the doctor ordered 
when they posted the important Area 
4 win over winless Luverme. 

The Elba rushing game was much 
improved against Luverne as nine 
Tiger backs combined for 228 yards 
in 51 attempts, led by Detrick Kyles 
with 64 yards in 12 carries and Chris 
Tyson with 58 yards in 13 totes. 

DJ. Belcher, who gained 33 
yards in 8 carries against Luveme, is 
sull the Tigers’ leading ground gain- 
er for the season with 222 yards on 
37 carries, followed by Kyles with 
106 yards on 25 carries and Tyson 
with 72 yards on 21 carries. 

Elba quarterback Keith Grantham 
continued his outstanding — play 
against Luverne as he hit on 5 of 7 
passes for 118 yards and three touch- 
downs. Grantham has now hit on 20 
of 40 passes in the opening three 
games for 316 yards and 6 touch- 
downs. 

Josh Caldwell was Grantham’s fa- 
vorite target last week with three 
touchdown catches totaling 95 yards, 
and for the season, the speedy senior 
receiver has already caught 12 pass- 
es for 240 yards and 4 touchdowns.

Factors Affecting Cow-Calf Profitability 


There are many ingredients to a 


. successful farming operation no mat- 


ter what the enterprise. The big se- 


» cret for many farms is diversity. oth- 
+ ers cut Costs, and still others have 
, various other reasons as to why their 
- net profit is so good. For the beef 
* cattle industry there are several fac- 
» tors that weigh very heavily toward 
* increasing the profit of a beef cattle 
‘herd. 


The first factor is a controlled 
breeding season. By confining your 
breeding season to no more than 
ninety days or even less you will 
calve in a shorter amount of time 
and be able then to breed back and 
determine which cows are perform- 
ing and which ones are simply dead 
weight. You can also measure many 
things much better. For instance, if 
you weigh your calves you can de- 
termine what that cow did within a 
year’s time. It will also enable you to 
have a calf each year thus insuring 
an income annually, 

The second factor to consider is 
. pregnancy checking all bred cows. A 
controlled breeding season allows 

-you to use this very valuable man- 
agement tool. If the veterinarian

catle or what others may term a 
large amount of Brahma, you cer- 
tainly wouldn't want to use a pure- 
bred Brahma bull on your herd. It 
would be much better to come along 
With a carcass breed or one of the 
heavy milking breeds. Each herd is 
different. A herd with a lot of Angus 
in it certainly wouldn't profit as 
much from another Angus bull as 
they would from possibly a different 
breed, 

Stull another factor is the condi- 
tion of the cows. Proper nutrition 
will greatly enhance a cow’s ability 
to conceive and breed back. If you 
are running one cow per acre that is 
your yicld per acre. If she is in such 
poor condition she can’t conceive 
then you have lost your money for 
that acre of land. 

A final option, but one that has 
been very profitable in the last few 
years, is creep feeding the young 
calf. An old rule of thumb states “if 
a hundred pounds of calf will buy 
700 pounds of creep feed, then it is 
profitable”. We have been in this sit- 
uation of profitability on creep feed- 
ing for several years now. One of the 
easiest ways to creep feed is to use 
whole corn while the calves are still

Let’s look at four of our most 
common harvesting machines and 
their related hazard areas. 

Balers. On conventional balers 
the knotting mechanism and pick-up 
assembly are responsible for most 
injuries.

Most corn picker 
accidents occur when one attempts 
to unplug stalks or other trash from a 
running machine. When the plug 
breaks loose, the individual can be 


caught by the snapping rolls and _ 


pulled into the machine. 

Cotton Pickers. Trying to remove 
an obstruction caught in the picker 
drum without disengaging power to 


the drums and shutting down the en- ° 


gine is a common hazard. If the ob- 


struction breaks free and the picker | 
unit turns under power, it can catch : 
any part of the body near the spin- . 


dles. 

‘There are some basic safety meas- 
ures that apply to most all harvesting 
operations and they are not difficult 
to follow. Putting these measures 
into practice can help insure a safe 
harvest season.

When Do You Make The 
Last Leafspot Spray On Pea- 


nuts? 

It is very important to keep the 
leaves on a peanut plant in order to 
get the maximum yicld in peanuts. 
The decision to spray leafspot with a 
fungicide or not is important all dur- 
ing the season. However, toward the 
end of the growing season the deci- 
sion to spray can make or cost a lot 
of money. 

The ings Organism that causes 
leafspot takes 20 days to affect the 
plant, During hot, humid weather 
conditions it takes 14 days from the 
time the leafspot spore lands on a 
leaf until it makes a spot and then 6 
more days before that leaf will fall 
off the vine and down into the pods. 

If you are within 20 days of har- 
vesting your peanuts, you would not 
benefit from spraying. You would 
only spray for leafspot if due weath- 
er or age of your peanuts you 
thought it would be more than 20 
days before you could harvest. 


Deep Tillage Is Vital To 
Small Grain Crops 

In tillage tests deep tillage under 
wheat and oats caused these crops to 
yield 10 to 15 bushels more grain 
than under shallow tillage done by 
discing. In Coffee County almost 
every small grain field that I was 
called to look at last year, where the 
problem appeared to be fertility, the 
real problem was traced back to hard 
an, Plenty of fertilizer had always 

n applied, but the crop just didn’t 
utilize it. 

Hard pan keeps your plant roots 
bound to the top 4 to § inches. 
Wheat is a particular crop where the 
roots need to go deep. Hard pan also 
Causes poor drainage, keeping the 
moisture in the top few inches of the 
soil, The roots never get the air they 
need to properly grow. This poor 
drainage, causing wet fee, is the 
main problem with shallow ullage 
that Causes poor growth and reduced 
yields in small grains.

Use Safe And Effective Cleaning Products 


A glance down a supermarket 
aisle reveals a multitude of products 
for keeping your house clean. Not 
only are there many brands, but 
there are also many specialized prod 
ucts, There are kitchen, basin and 
bathtub cleaners that come in vari 
scents, such as lemon and pine. 
While many products are the 
same their packaging may define 
their usage. Cleaners in spray bottles 
are convenient for quick cleanups, 
while heavy concentrations of the 
same products in large containers are 
made to be mixed with water for 
cleaning larger areas. A variety of 
products can be expensive and take 
up a lot of storage space. A few 
products may serve many purposes. 
For instance, many all-purpose 
cleaners can be diluted with water 
and kept in a spray bottle for quick 
cleanups. Most also can be used for 
cleaning kitchen and bathroom coun- 
ters, floors, windowsills, etc. 

It is important to read the direc- 
lions carcfully to be sure the product 
is sale for the surface you want to 
clean. Just because the label says 
“made for cleaning bathroom coun- 


ou 


ters” doesn’t mean it can’t be used in 
the kitchen, too. Look to see what 
specific materials are listed, such as 
porcelain, fiberglass, vinyl floorings, 
etc. Some simple homemade solu- 
tions, such as vinegar and water for 
cleaning windows or chlorine bleach 
as a disinfectant, are safe, effective 
and inexpensive. 

Safety of household members is 
important around cleaning materials. 
Never leave cleaning supplies where 
small children or pets can get to 
them. Particularly hazardous are 
cleaning supplies left in places such 
as under a sink, unless the cabinet 
can be locked. 

Never put cleaning fluids or pow- 
ders in containers from other prod- 
ucts, such as soft drink bottles, hair 
spray pump bottles, etc. It’s safer to 
buy inexpensive spray bottles and la- 
bel them carefully as to contents, 
with warnings if the substance inside 
the container is caustic, toxic or oth- 
erwise hazardous. Unlabeled materi- 
als could be consumed by a curious 
child or pet. They also can ruin 
counter tops and pose other prob- 
lems if used the wrong way.

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Coffee County Commission approves $7,252,413 budget for FY-94

The Coffee County Commission 
approved a $7,252,413.00 budget for 
Fiscal Year 1994 and also set more 
dumping fees for the new landfill in 
Monday’s commission meeting. 

Included in the more than $7.2 
million budget are: a 2.5 percent 
raise for county employees, an addi- 
tional deputy for the sheriff's depart- 
ment, and the $1.45 million set aside 
for landfill construction and opera- 
ion. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens noted that the county “op- 
erated in the black last year” for the 
first time in several years. 

The commission, during the past 
year, did not have to borrow any 
moncy from the banks to operate. 

Stephens praised all county de- 
partments for their work in coming 
up with an excellent budget. It is a 
balanced budget with a small contin- 
gency fund. 

This budget exceeds last year’s 
budget by just under $2 million. 

The other main item of business 
which drew much discussion from 
commission members was tupping 
fees for none contract users of the 
landfill. 

Also discussed was fees for 
county residents choosing to bring 
their garbage to the new landfill rath- 
er than having it picked up. 

Presently, county residents who 
bring garbage to the landfill are al- 
lowed to dump it free of charge. This 
will not be the case when the new 
Subtitle D landfill goes into opera- 
tion on Monday, October 4th. 

County Engineer Mark Pool sug- 
gested that a $20 per ton tipping fee 
be charged to commercial haulers 
having no contract to deposit solid 
waste in the landfill. Included in 
Pool’s suggestion was a $4 mini- 
mum charge. 

After a motion was made and sec- 
onded to accept Pool’s recommenda- 
tion, Commissioner Bill Faulk made 
a motion to table the matter. Faulk’s 
motion passed 5 to 2. 

The matter would not die! Pool 
stressed the fact that he needed the 
commission to set a rate or he would 
be operating in the dark. 

Faulk agreed to rescind his mo- 
tion to table the matter, other com- 
missioners agreed, and the matter 
was open, once again, for discussion. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, pro and con, the commission 
agreed to accept Pool’s recommen- 
dation. 


Turning to the matter of a fee for 
residents bringing their own garbage 
to the landfill, Commissioner Sid 
Averett felt that $4 was too much to 
charge county residents. 

“They'll pay $16 a month and 
that’s too much!” he said. 

Again, several minutes of discus- 
sion ensued, bul no one was able to 
come up with a figure or suggestion 
on how to charge individual resi- 
dents. 

Finally, Chairman Stephens made 
a motion that a $4 fee be set with the 
understanding that the commission 
could adjust or change it at a later 
date. His motion passed. 

It was noted that in order for an 
individual to dispose of his or her 
own garbage, it must be approved by 
the county health department. 

After October 9, ALL solid waste 
MUST be deposited in a Subtitle D 
landfill - NO EXCEPTIONS! 

Commissioner Averett noted that 
county citizens whose only source of 
income is from Social Security are 
exempt from paying garbage collec- 
tion fees. 

But, they are not exempt from 
having to place their garbage, wheth- 
er it be by commercial hauler or 
themselves, in a Subtitle D landfill. 

Contracts were signed in Mon- 
day’s meeting agreeing to accept sol- 
id waste from Clio, Dorsey Trailers, 
Louisville, and International Service 
Systems. 

A provisional contract was signed 
with Cuttler Egg to handle their solid 
waste. 

Contracts are already in place to 
accept solid waste from Opp, Anda- 
lusia, Fairview Landscaping from Ft. 
Rucker, all cities & towns in Coffee 
County, and the Southeast Alabama 
Solid Waste Disposal Authority. 

The Authority is composed of 
Barbour, Dale, Geneva, Henry, and 
Houston counties. 

In another landfill related matter, 
the commission signed a resolution 
giving the go-ahead to apply for a 
Community Development Block 
Grant in the amount of $173,000. 

The cost to the county will be ap- 
proximately $33,000.00. 

These funds, should the grant be 
approved, will be used toward the in- 
stallation of a water system to supply 
residents living near the landfill and 
others with water. 

The system will also supply the 
landfill with water. 

The New Hope Water System has 
already agreed to supply water to the 
system. There is also a possibility 
that the City of Elba could be used 


Local school boards must 
comply with new state laws

School students in all three Cof- 
fee County school systems have re- 
ceived notification that their re- 
spective school boards would be 
complying with the provision of two 
new slate laws. 

One of these laws will hold par- 
ents responsible for the acts of their 
minor child, The law (Act 93-672) 
holds parenla or guardians re- 
sponsible for a child enrolling and 
attending school and the conduct of 
this child while in school. School of- 
ficials are required to report sus- 
pected violations to the District At- 
torney. A person guilty of violating 
this law can be fined $100 and sen- 
tenced to 90 days hard labor for the 
county, 

The other law (Act 93-368) will 
deny a driver's license to any person 
under the age of 19 who has not 
graduated high school and is not en- 
rolled and attending high school. 
This will include students who are 
suspended or expelled from school 
and those in jail, There are some ex- 
ceptions to the revoking of the li- 
cense, but school officials and/or 
court officials will make this de- 
cision on a case by case basis, 

The law requires school officials 
to notify the Department of Public 
Safety of the withdrawal of any stu- 
dent, age 16 or older, This includes 
situations of 10 consecutive or 15 to- 
tal unexcused absences during a se- 
mester, 

Then this 


happens, the De- 


partment of Public Safety shall send 
notification to the licensee that 
his’her driver’s license or learner’s 
license will be suspended. 

All county students received the 
same letter, on the letterhead of their 
respective Superintendent's office, 
to insure all schools were complying 
completely with the new laws and 
would be enforcing them uniformly. 
The latter is expected to keep down 
confusion when any related case is 
turned over to the courts for action.

He also sustained wounds to his 
right elbow and in his abdomen. 
These wounds were inflicted by po- 
lice officers firing 9mm automatic 
pistols. Shotgun pellets also struck 
Burrows in the left wrist. 

A third shot was fired from a 
9mm pistol but it struck the pave- 
ment missing Burrows. 

DeVane stated that these were the 
only rounds fired as the gunman and 
two hostages exited the store. 

The gunman’s weapon, a 38 cali- 
ber revolver, was not fired outside 
the store, 

However, Burrows had fired his 
weapon inside the store at least three 
times during the incident. One em- 
ployee of Bealls was shot in the leg 
by the gunman, She later ran from 
the store, 

Still another Bealls clerk was 
struck by Burrows in the face with 
his weapon. She also was able to es- 
cape the store. 

Prior to giving the results of the 
autopsies, DeVane recapped the 
events of Tuesday leading up to the 
fatal shootings, 

Reading from a prepared state- 
ment, DeVane stated that on Tues- 
day, September 21, 1993, at approxi- 
mately 1:30 p.m,, the Enterprise 
Police Department received a com- 
plaint advising that a robbery/ 
ostage situation existed at Bealls 
Department Store in Enterprise. 

Officers responding to the scene 
were advised that a lone gunman de- 
scribed as a black male, armed with 
a pistol, had robbed the store and 
was holding an unknown number of 
hostages, 

Two Bealls employees, the one 
shot in the leg and the one struck in 
the face, who were able to escape 


from the store, told police that the 
gunman was raping hostages who re- 
mained in the store. ; 

Additional information was being 
supplied to police by notes being 
passed to them by a store employee 
and three customers hiding in an up- 
stairs area of the sore. 

Police established contact with 
the gunman at approximately 3:35 
p.m. when he called 911. Informa- 
tion was relayed via radio to police 
on the scene by the 911 operator. 

“The dispatcher was requested by 
the dispatcher to call police on the 
scene but refused,” DeVane said. 
“He further refused to negotiate. Af- 
ter numerous requests by the dis- 
patcher, the gunman agreed to allow 
police to call him.” 

Telephone contact was estab- 
lished with the gunman by a desig- 
nated Enterprise police hostage ne- 
goliator. Borrows, who during the 
ordeal refused to identify himself, 
demanded that police get out of the 
area and allow him to escape. 

When the negotiator asked the 
gunman his name, Burrows told him 
“you could read it on my epitaph.“ 

DeVane said, “The gunman stated 
to police he knew what was going to 
happen to him, and he would gel olf 
at least one shot to the hostages.” 

During the negotiations, Burrows 
was assured that no one would get 
hurt if he would cooperate with po- 
lice and give himself up. 

Reportedly, he told the negotiator 
that he knew he would be going to 
prison for life and hung up the 
phone. 

Police were once again able to es- 
tablish a telephone link with Bur- 
rows at which time he requested 
food, 

It was while police were in the 
process of honoring Burrows’ re- 
quest for food when he unexpectedly 
exited the store with two female hos- 


lages. 

“The gunman had his left arm 
around one hostage and the gun in 
his right hand pointed at the hostage 
(McCrady),” DeVane said. “A sec- 
ond hostage was close by the gun- 
man.” 

Burrows and his two hostages 
walked toward a nearby vehicle. The 
passenger side door was opened by a 
hostage who bent toward the vehicle. 

It was at this point that an Enter- 
prise police sniper fired the fatal 
shot. Both Burrows and McGrady 
fell to the pavement. 

At that point, the other hostage 
ran from the vehicle and was rescued 
by another police officer. 

Both, Burrows and McCrady 
were taken to Enterprise Medical 
Center where they both were later 
pronounced dead. 

According to officials, Burrows 
repeatedly told his hostages that he 
expected to die. 

He also took cash from the store 
safe and several cash registers locat- 
ed throughout the store. 

At the conclusion of the press 
conference, De Vane stated that upon 
the completion of the investigation 
by the District Attorney’s office, all 
the evidence will be presented to a 
grand jury for their investigation and 
consideration, 

He further noted that toxicology 
reports which will show the con- 
tents of Burrows’ blood are not yet 
complete. This analysis should re- 
veal if Burrows had taken any drugs 
or drank any alcohol prior to or dur- 
ing the incident. 

This information will be made 
knows to the media once it is availa- 
le, 

During the press conference, In- 
vesugator Steve Weekly, who is 
with the Alabama Bureau of Investi- 
gation, was seated at the table with 
DeVane,
